Farm and Home Hour friends will be interested to learn of the } 
recent appointment by Secretary ‘ickard of Lyle F. Yatts, 
former Regional Forester from Portlend, Oregon, as Chie? of 
the United States Forest Service. Mr. Watts, originally of 
ZJowa, has had thirty years of experience as a forester, 
ranging all the way from a fire guard to service as Regionel 
Forester in two Regions...the Lake States and the North , 
Pacific, He directed the Northern Rocky Mountain Forest and 
Range Exveriment Station for four years. As a forestry 
educator, he organized the School of Forestry at the Utah 
Agricultural College. And in the farm field itself, Mr. 
Watts acted, for two years, as Chairman of the Department 

of Agriculture committee dealing with post-war planning for 
the Pacific Northwest. Sinee last fall, he has been 
essisting Secretary Wickard 4n activities of the Department 
related to farm labor. In taking over his new position 

Mr, Watts succeeds the late Chief Forester F. A, Sllcox. 
Since Mr. Slicox’ death, Associate Chief Earle H. Clapp, 


as Acting Chief during the past three years, has directed, 


in the public's behalf, the Forest Service drive against 
forest waste and destruction...

Take that part now about forest land resources bringing 
security to folks who work in the woods and who want to own 
homes and raise families and all. We sure got a good example 


of that not happening in a lot of places around here. 
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What do vou mean, Jerry? 

Well, I read the other day where the Attorney General said 
that Sorkville oughta be merged with Center City becauce 
there's only two voters left in the whole precinct. There 
was a booming mil1-town for you, some years back, 

Yep. One time Corkville had nearly a thousand families, 

I reakon ... the busiest little forest town in the State. 
Then they wrecked the forest, and thet wrecked the town, 

and blasted the security of a lot of folks sky-high, 

It's a shame, 

It's more than that, I think, Mre, Robbine. The thing that 
gets me, though, is why nothing has been done to correct 

the evils of forest misuse in this country, Why, year after 
year, we seé communities dwindle into ghost towns, 

Aw, now wait a minute, Mary. Some things've been done about 
it. Look at the National Forests, Over 170 million acres 

ef forest land under pretty doggone good forest management 
A4f I say so myself. Then too, in some places, private owners — 
and farmere are doin' a ewell job bringing Sood practices inte 
thelr woods. : 
That may all be, Jerry, but I still say 1t isn't enough. If 
4t were, we wouldn't be seeing forests destroyed and towns 
Like Corkville go to the dogs. It mekes me so mad I could.... 
Now, Mary.... | |

hasn't been enough done to stov waste of forests in this 


country. 
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What I wanted to say was this, Mr. Robbins. Why is 1t that 
only lately have we been hesring about the need to ston 
forest waste and the need to think about the neople along 
with our forests? Why is 14t, when waste of the forests hag 
been going on for years....and it's still going on for that 
matter. | | 

Some of us have been plugging for good forest oractices a 
long time, Mary. I reckon 4t's just hit home for the first 
time to you because of the war. Just as it’s hittin’ home 
to a lot of other folks. The way, Mary, is making euch a 
demand on forest products that our long abuse and misuse 
of our woods is kinda catching up with us, and fast. 

Sure, and our job right now is to stop any further 
unnecessary destruction 6 -1re cen have wood enough after 
the war to do the jobs that'll have to be done then, Eut, 
like Jim says, Mary, this preaching the gospel of good 
forestry is nothing new, 

Jerry's right, Mary. You may not know it but I've been in 
this Forest Service business through every Chief they've had. 
From the first one on down to our new chief, and every one 
of ‘em has gone all-out to protect Uncle Sam's forests for 
his people. 

You knew Gifford Pinchot too, Jim? He was the first Chief, 
wasn't he?

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Why don't you tell Jerry and Mary about some of those early 
days, Jim?
